PRIVY COUNCIL’S WORK. 


They Handle an Immense Variety of 
Cases Says Nesbitt. 


During a recent stay in London, | 
more than once visited the rooms of 
the Privy Council, and was astonish: 
ed by the variety and magnitude of 
the business transacted there, says 
Wallace Nesbitt, K.C., who was 
counsel in the famous Steel-Coal case. 
On one day their lordships were en- 
gaged in a reference from the Colon- 
ial Office as to the conduct of the 
chief justice of Grenada. On the 
next day their lordships heard argu- 
ment in a case from Ceylon, where 
two native ladies of high rank were 
appealing in an endeavor to quash 
a conviction for the alleged crime of 
beating a servant to death. The next 
case concerned the question of the 
pedigree of an Indian rajah and the 
right of succession to his vast estate, 
in which Sir Robert Finlay, ex-attor- 
ney-general of England, was opposed 
to distinguished members of the In- 
dian bar, several Parsee lawyers act- 
ing as punior counsel on either side. 
On the next day a dispute involving 
the title to a Cobalt mining claim 
was heard, and in the afternoon a 
question as to the title to a piece of 
foreshore in the eastern part of Que- 
bee was disposed of. I have seen 
their lordships dispose of five petitions 
for special leave to appeal one morn- 
ing in less than an hour, and these 
petitions originated from places 1s 
distant from one another as Gibral- 
tar, India, Straits Settlements and 
Canada, and apparently with a full 
apnreciation of the law and facts in 
volved in each ease. I suppose the 
netition had been carefully perused 
before the committee met. 

The lords appear in their ordinary 
street attire and are seated round a 
tnble at one end of the room. When 
the court opens, the doors are un- 
barred, connsel are allowed to enter 
and take their places in a small rail- 
ed enclosure at the other end of the 
room.

BRITISH CABINET CRISIS 


RADICALS AND LIBERALS FAIL 
TO AGREE ON NAVAL POLICY. 


Dispute Between Two Factions Has 
Reached Acute Stage and Threat- 
ens to Result in an Open Rupture 
at Any Time—Radicals Opposed to 
Large Expenditures. 

London.— Several of the leading 
London newspapers publish the news 
ef a crisis in the British cabinet. The 
Daily Chronicle, while predicting that 
the cabinet itself will not fall to 
pieces, says that rumors of impend- 
ing resignations uitect the portfolios 
held by David Lloyd-George, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, Winston Spen- 
eer Churchill, president of the board 
ef trade; Lord Morley, secretary of 
state for India; and John Burns, pre- 
sident of the local government board. 

The Daily Mail announces that the 
struggle in the cabinet is extremely 
stubborn and may at any moment re- 
sult in un open rupture. 

The Daily Graphic tells the story 
ef the quarrel, and adds: ‘The ques- 
tiona of strengthening the navy may 
be determined by balancing the poh- 
tical forces within the Liberal party 
rather than by an impartial examin- 
ation of the international situation. 

“The extreme Radicals are furious 
at the idea that money earmarked for 
various schemes of so-called _ social 
reform should be spent for the defence 
of the country and threaten a formid- 
able revolt, As they have the support 
of the Labor party, Mr. Asquith and 
his followers may be beaten.” 

All this trouble is due to the desire 
ef Premier Asquith, Foreign Secretary 
Grey and War Secretary Haldane, 
urged by the admiralty, to build six 
new Dreadnoughts to cost £12,000,000 
sterling” ($60,000,000). These men de- 
liberately planned to compel the Rad- 
ieals in the cabinet to accept this pro- 
gramme or get out. 

The threatened ministers have been 
so active and their supporters in the 
Honse of Cominons make a following 
go large that the Asquith section of 
the cabinet may not feel strong 
enough to attempt forcing the resign- 
ations. Indeed, the issue of the strug- 
gle is highly uncertain. 

The Radical press, getting wind of 
the situation, has begun a_ spirited 
campaign against the big navy party. 


Balkan Situation Is Again Alarming. 

Vienna.— Alarming news comes 
fram the Sanjak of Novibazar, where, 
since the Austrian evacuation, the old 
hatred between Servians and Alban- 
jans has broken out again in open 
hostilities. Albanians have 
and burned Servian villages, killing 
many of the inhabitants. The Serv- 
jans, it is said, intrigued to incite 
the Albanians against Austria, and 
the Albanians resented the interfer- 
ence of their old enemies and turned 
upon them. 

The situation would not be so 
alarming were it not for the fact that 
it involves the risk of a Montenegrin 
attack upon the Albanians, ‘It is also 
feared that a great disturbance would 
lead to fighting between Servian. and 
Mohammedans in Bosnia where any- 


thing of the sort at the present mo- 


ment might be fraught with the most 
disastrous consequences to the peace 
of Europe by precipitating a war be- 
tween Servia and Austria. 
Protection of Game. 

Edmonton, Alta.—The Alberta Fish 
and Game Protective Association ap- 
peared before the agricultural com- 
mnittee of the legislature to explain 


‘what the association is doing for the 


protection of game. *‘ We recom- 
mend more game guardians,” seid 
President Darker, “and also that a 


license fee of #1 be imposed on al 
wishing to hunt game, with the ex- 
ception of farmers and those living 
north of the fifth parallel.’ Another 
recommendation was the discontinu- 
ance of the guest license. It was 
suggested that the season for shoot- 
ing all water fowls should open on 
the same date, preferably Sept. 10. 
The reason for this is that fifty per 
cent. of the ducks shot in the last 
week in August are only half matured. 
The principal undertaking of the as- 
sociation is the introduction into the 
province of the Hungarian partridge 
to take the place of the rapidly dis- 
appearing grouse and prairie chick- 
ens. They will ask for a grant of 
$500.00. 


Prohibition Campaign. 
Toronto.—A big effort for the pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic in On- 
tario has been launched. Circulars 
have been issued for a convention of 
the Ontario Temperance Alliance on 
March 3, Every church, temperance 
society and organized body of citizens 
is invited to send delegates. The cir- 
cular says: ‘Among important mat- 
ters around which interest of 
eonvention will centre will be the 
demand tor the abolition of the three- 
fifths requirement, the question of 
provincial prohibitory law, and laying 
plans for another big local option 
campaign.” 
Trade With Australia. 
Ottawa.—J, 8S. Lake, Canadian trade 
commissioner at Sydney, Australia, 
reports to the department of — trade 
and commerce, that only one-half ef 
the undressed pine shipped from Bri- 
fish Columbia to Australia is credited 
to Canada in the trade returns. The 
lumber trade is recovering from the 
effects of the low prices which ruled 
in the United States and is expected 
to improve considerably this year. 


Author of “Elsie’’ Books Dead. 

Elkton, Md.--After several weeks’ 
illness, Miss Martha Finley, the au- 
thor, died recently at her home in 
Elkton, aged 82 years.

Friendly Relations with the U.S. 
Tekio.—Speaking before the lower 


of Japan in a carefully worded speech 


gathering. The opening sentence was 
the keynote of the speech, In it Count 
Komura said: ‘‘The foreign policy of 
this empire should have as an object 
the maintenance of peace and the de- 
velopment of national resources.”’ 
The minister dealt at length with 
the relations between the Japanese 
and America. He said: ‘The friend- 
ship of Japan and the United States 
is traditional and it is absolutely es- 
sential that both maintain unimpair- 
ed those sentiments of amity, and ex- 
tend and strengthen them by every 
means. Notwithstanding the perfect 
aceord which has always existed re- 
garding the aims of the two countries 
in the far east and in the Pacific, it 
appears that doubts have been enter- 
tained in certain quarters concerning 
the sincerity of its intentions. To 
remove this misunderatanding the 
two governments have deemed it ad- 
visable to exchange diplomatic notes 
and officially announce & common 
policy, which I am convinced, will 
be largely instrumental in preserving 
the repose of the orient. 

“With regard to the question of 
legislation unfavornble to the Jap- 
anese, pending in California, the im- 
perial government is relying on the 
sense of justice of the American peo- 
ple, together with the friendly dis- 
position of the federal government, 
and is confident that the question 
will not lead to international com- 
plications.” 


Pharaoh Had a Hard Heart. 

New York.— A cable dispatch to 
The Sun from London says:—The 
Pharaoh whose heart was hardened 
against the children of Israel so that 
he would not let them go was other- 
wise known as Menephtah. His mum- 
my was found some time ugo in the 
tomb of Amenotep II. Prof. Elliott 
Smith unwrapped the mummy and 
sent sections of the uorta to the Roy- 
al College of Physicians, London, the 
President of which exhibited them to 
the pathological section, It is now 
seen that Pharaoh's heart was hard- 
ened in-another and literal sense of 
the word. 

To quote The Laneet: ‘The see- 
tions show typical senile calcification 
of the aorta, the bony lamelliform 
layers being perfectly preserved and 
the interlamellar material thickly 
strewn with phosphate, of lime. Me- 
Been was an old man when he 
died.” 


Two Million Acres Pre-Empted. 
Ottawa.—The minister of the inter- 
ior in reply to a question, gave the 
House some information in respect to 
the amount of land which has been 
disposed of by the government in the 
areas set apart for pre-emption and 
purchased homesteads under the land 
act of last session. Up to the end ot 
{December the number of acres, pre- 
empted was 1,979,830, while, 99,976 
acres were purchased, the total value 
of both being $6,229,699, of this 
amount $129,295 has been paid in, In 
the urea set apart there still remain 


41,500 aeres to be disposed of. While 
this money goes into the ‘general 
funds it will be remembered that 


the idea was that the receipts from 
the sale of these lands should be 
{ultimately credited to the cost of the 
jconstruction of the Hudson Bay rail- 
way. 


British Marriages on Increase. 
London.— More marriages, fewer 
births and fewer deaths are recorded 
in the annual report of the Registrar- 
|General. In England and Wales dur- 
ing 1907 the marriages numbered 274,- 
441, a rate of 483 per 1,000 of popula- 
tion of marriageable age. This is 
ithe largest rate in many years. Wid- 
|ows had a small rate in the increase, 
| that of 12 per cent, There was a 
marked falling off in the number of 
re-marriages of divorced persons, The 
total number of divorced persons was 
1,288 and the number re-muarried 636, 
forty less than in the previous year. 
There were 19 cases of marriage of 
divoreed men to divoreed women, The 
annual steady inerease in the year’s 
marriage age continues, It is now 
24.6 for men and 26.49 for women. 


Controls Telegraph Rates. 

Ottawa.— An order-in-couneil has 
been passed bringing into effect the 
amendment to the Railway Act pass- 
ed at the last session, providing for 
the bringing of the telegraph com 
panies under the control of the com- 
inission, It was provided in the act 
{that the clauses placing the telegraph 
and telephone companies under the 
| railway commission should be brought 
into effect by an order-in-council. 
This was done in the case of the tele- 
‘phone companies shortly after the act 
became law. | Telegraph companies 
are now placed on a similar tooting 
and will have to submit their tolls to 
the commission for ratification or re- 
vision. 


Wireless Compulsory. 
Washington, D.C.—A bill to equip 
all ocean going passenger steamers 
with wireless telegraphs is to be re- 
ported to the house by the committee 
on merchant marine and fisheries, It 
may be that the bill will include pas- 
senger steamers in the coastwise and 
great lakes traffic. The bill will come 
from the eommittes in time to be 
passed at the present session of con- 
gress. 


Restrict Sale of Revolvers. 
Minneapolis.—Everyone who buys a 
revolver must be registered if a bill 
passes which was placed on its first 
reading in the senate recently. No 
revolver or pistol shall be sold nor 
loaned unless the recipient be person-

When there are enough Chinese 
dead to make a shipment worth while, 
local undertakers dig np the coffins 
in all the Chinese burial places and 
send them sealed to New York, Those 
gathered up west of the Mississippi 
are sent to San Francisco. Each cof- 
fin on the Shimosa is labelled with 
the name and history of the China- 
man whose body lies within, At the 
Chinese port the boxes will be sent 
to the locality where the man origin- 
ally came from and there buried for 
the last time.

Verses 12 to 18 of our lesson chap- 
ter, which tell of the healing of all the 
sick people who were brought to the 
apostles, are a manifest fulfillment of 
the last words fu Matthew and Mark, 
“Lo, Toam with you alway,” “The 
Lord working with them and confirm. 
ing the word with signs following.” 
Such manifestations of the power of 
the risen Christ are too much for the 
devil, who is still the spiritual ad- 
Viser of all who are not controlled by 
the Holy Spirit, and so the religious 
rulers are filled with indignation by 
the evil one, and the apostles are cast 
into prison that they may thus do no 
more harm to the enemy's property by 
robbing him of people whom he had 
hitherto controlled, But, as usual, the 
enemies of the Lord imagine a vain 
thing, and the Lord has them in de 
rision (Ps. fH, 1-4) Storm and tem- 
pest, flery furnace or lions’ den, prison 
gates and walls, are no hindrance to 
the Lord nor to His angels, who excel 
in strength and who delight to do His 
bidding (Ps. ciii, 20). The apostles, 
being still in mortal bodies, need to 
have doors opened for them, but even 
that proves no hindrance to an angel. 
So He who never slumbers nor sleeps 
sent Ilis messenger by night to liber- 
ate His servants that they might go to 
the temple and speak to the people 
the words of life, and this they did. 
The next morning, when the high 
priest and his council and senate were 
assembled, they sent to the prison 
to bring the apostles, but while the 
prison was secure, as usual, and the 
keepers on duty there were no apostles 
within. 

How it makes one's heart laugh to 
see God Inughing at his enemies! 
There is nothing tee wonderful for the 
Creator of heaven and earth (Jer. 
xxxil, 17), We do net wonder that 
they doubted “wherennto this would 
grow.” We know that it will grow, in 
spite of nll that the adversary can do, 
until every proud and haughty thing 
shall be laid low and “the Lord alone 
shall be exalted’ (Isa, fi, 11. 17). 
Ilaving learned that the prisoners 
were free men and teaching in. the 
temple, they sent fer them, brought 
them without violence and set them 
before the council, acensing them of 
bringing the blood of Jesus on the rul- 
ers and demanding of them why they 
continued teaching in this name after 
being forbidden to do so. They seemed 
to forget that they had cried, “ITis 
blood be on us and on our children" 
(Matt. xxvii, 25). Peter boldly replied 
that God must be obeyed rather than 
men and then once more to their face 
accused them of slaying Jesus, assert- 
ing that God had raised Him from 
the dead and exalted Tim to Tis own 
right hand as a Prince and a Saviour 
to give repentance and forgiveness 
even to them and that they, the apos- 
tles, were His witnesses by the power 
of the Holy Ghost. That settled the 
fate of the apostles in the minds of 
the council, and so they took counsel 
to kill them. The great murderer 
would fain accom some more of 
his devilish work and dispose of them 
as he had of their Master. They were 
quite ready for such a result, for they 
had been told to expect it (lohn svi, 
1-4). They were the same generation 
of vipers, or seed of the serpent (these 
Jews), as those to whom Jesus bad 
sald that they would do these very 
things. They were, os Tle said, of 
their father the devil (Matt. xxiil, 35 
84; John vill, 44. ‘There are in this 
world only two classes, the righteous 
and the unrighteous, the children of 
God and the children of the wicked 
one, and there are in the future just 
two destinations, the kingdom and the 
glory and the place of torment. God ts 
Not willing that any should perish and 
has provided in His Son a redemp- 
tion sufficient for all, but if people 
prefer the blindness and darkness of 
the god of this world (11 Cor. iv, 4); 
if they still say, “Not this man, but 
Barabbas; we will not have this man 
to reign over us; we have no king but 
Caesar,” then it must be understood 
that they declare themselves enemies 
of God, for “the friendship of this 
world is enmity with God" (Jas. iv, 4). 
“The free gift of God ts eternal life in 
Christ Jesus our Lord” (Rom. vi, 23, 
R. V.), but if men deliberately choose 
the wages of sin in preference who 1s 
to blame? 

The counsel of Gamaliel tn verses 
38, 39, was in‘accord with Isa, vill, 9, 
10; xiv, 24; xii, 12; xliii, 13; liv, 17, and 
other good words of the prophets, and 
to him they agreed, but they deemed 
{t necessary to give the apostles a 
beating and to forbid them to make 
further mention of the name of Jesus 
(verse 40), Thus they declared them- 
selves decidedly against Jesus Christ 
and that they would blet ont His 
name if possible. They would not be- 
lieve that God head highly exalted Tim 
and given Him a name whieh is above 
every name that is named, not only In 
this world, but also in that whieh Is to 
come, and that all sha et bow to Hins 
snimission or to hear 
Him say, “Depart from me, ye cursed” 
(Phil i, 9 16; Eph. f, 21). 

In contrast to these proud religious 
children of the evil one see these two 
rejoicing men, happy because they bad 
been counted worthy to suffer,

NOTE ETIQUETTE. 


Nothing fore Incicative of Breeding 
and Education Than the Signature, 
It is useless to know what to write 

iu a note jf one does not understand 

the manner of doing ft. 

For example, uo other small detail 
is more indicative of breeding and ed- 
ucation than the signature, Under no 
cireuns es should the pretix, Mr, 
Mrs, or M be used unless it go in 
parenthese Even then it is ouly to 
Indicate whetier it is a man or wo 
man god, if the latter, married or un- 


murried, Which takes it permtssible. 
In writing to total strangers or to 


those who have not this information tt 
may appear. In writing to a social in- 
ferior the prefix is always possible, but 
even then it uiust be pareuthesized, 

If a married woman is writing to a 
social equal who does not know 
status of her correspondent the writer 
should sign ber own name in full, as 
“Mary Jane Smith,’ and underneath 
write her formal name, “Mrs, John 
James Sinith,” putting parentheses 
about the lower signature, ‘lo a social 
equal upon whom for some reason she 
has not called, but would wish to, a 
married womun signs her own name 
and incloses her visiting card, 

It is desirable that all letter and note 
paper shail be stamped either with 
monog: and address or both,  Ae- 
cording to the newest way of placing 
it, if only the monogram is used it is 
in the upper left hand corner, A note 
should begin always with “My dear,” 
not “Dear without the “my.” If the 
writing must continue beyond the first 
page it is the fourth that should next 
be used. If more space is needed, then 
the paper shotld be turned so the right 
edge becomes the top and the second 
page becomes the third. 

To end a ngte the formal way is 
“Cordially” unless the person to whom 
one is writing is an old acquaintance, 
and then “Sincerely” is employed, 

For all invitations “Cordially” is to 
be preferred, For letters to old friends 
the words “Paithfully’ and “As al- 
ways” are most commonly used, “Sin- 
cerely also being good forin, “A ffee- 
tionately’ and “Lovingly” are for old 
friends or relatives. Envelopes should 
be addressed with the utmost  prect- 
sion, It. is permissible to put the 
word “To” or “Vor before the name, 
but it is a continental rather than an 
American custom. It is always better 
form to write the full name, as “Miss 
Mary Jane Smith’ or “Mrs, John 
James Brown,” rather than to substi- 
tute initiols, 

If a note or letter ts to be delivered 
in the city in which it mailed, 
“Town” is now used in preference to 
the city’s name. This is not a fad 
that cominended itself to the postof- 
fice, but it is sanctioned by society. 

The postage stamp must always be 
exactly in the upper right hand cor- 
ner, for to put it at an angle or on any 
other spot is considered ignorant or 
vulgar.

Pagan Origin of 
Valentine’s Day. 


It would seem that Cupid should 
choose for his particular festival a 
day commemorative of some joyful 
event. St. Valentine's day is the an- 
niversary of the putting to death 


an early bishop of the Roman church 
named Vaientine, who suffered martyr- 
dom for his faith on Feb, 14, 270 A. D. 
However, as most young men are will 
ing to swear that they will dje if need 
be for the love of their maids and as 
St. Valentine died for the love o1 his 
bride, the Christin faith, there is no 
gréat incongruity in using Feb. 14 as 
the day for the more or less anony- 
mous expression of tender regard. 

It is not altogether—perhaps not at 
ull—the fact of St. Valentine's martyr: 
dom that has caused the choosing of 
his death anniversary as the day for 
exchanging tinted, scented missives 
between young men and muaidens. 
There was’an ancient belief that birds 
began mating on Feb. 14. This belief 
antedated Christianity. St. Valentine's 
day, therefore, so far as it is observed 
by modern youth, is of pagan origin. 
In "A Midsummer Night's Dream” 
Shakespeare alludes to this belief in 
the mating of birds thus;

The reminiscences of Mr, Hermann 
famous actor, who cele- 
brates his eightieth birthday on 
March 2nd and his diamond jubilee 
as an actor, includes a couple of 
stories which show that actors in the 
old days knew how to appreciate 
themselves.

The bill 
will establish a complete readjust- 
ment of the fiscal system of France. 
The bili does away With many of the 
vexatious and antiquated taxes in 
Francé, and subsututes ‘therefor a 
graduated income tax.

A Plea Made for Conservation ot 
Canada’s Natural Resources—Al! 


Patriotic Citizens Should Take a 
Deep Interest in the Policy of En- 
suring an Abundance of Timber 
for Future Generations. 

Montreal.--The conservation of Can. 
ada’s natural resources was the cub- 
ject of an address by Hon, Sydn - 
Fisher before the Canadian club the 
other day. At the outset he referred 
to the international conference end 
the steps leading up to it. There was 
no compact between the nations an] 
the document drawn up did not inter: 
fere with the authority of either mu. 
tion, With regard to the findings of 
this commission, they called for a 
stoppage of waste which was yoiag 
on on this continent, and advoea sd 
that all natural resources should be 
available for utilization of the public 
and not be controlled by corporations, 
but by the people at large. 

“If we are prosperous in utilization 
of these resources we should mont 
them down unimpaired to comiug 
generations,”’ said Mr. Fisher, 

The majority of — the people, he 
added, were only living from day te 
day, but he did not consider that vood 
patriotism, He would not dwell in 
what way or to what extent they had 
dissipated their resources in) Canada 
but he advised them to take warning 
and see to it that the people of “ity 
years hence were not in the positioa 
of those in the United States to-day. 

At the present rate, forest resonrees 
of Canada would not last out many 
generations, although by the poliey 
recently adopted by the government, 
the forests had been reserved, but if 
the present grants of land continued 
to be made, they would find that con 
trary to the statements made regard. 
ing the wood-land being inexhanst- 
ible, that it would be lost within the 
i next two decades.
